1. When Messrs. Cunningham And they mere 

glean to understand that a satisfactory chit system could be worked omt 
for messing of our personnel. References a. b and d Indicate 

that a chit system would not be favorable, nor seemingly desirable, for 
security reasons, for our personnel. Air Force and Agency civilians 
will be required to pay for meals from personal funds, but contracts 

of contractor personnel and our Agency contract employees call for 
the Project's furnishing billeting end messing without charge to the 
individuals, A problem therefore exists in how is to advance, 

or reimburse, the letter personnel for meals and billeting. 

2. Mr* Cunningham informs us that meal charges for the "open” mess 
are as follows: Breakfast - $.45: Dinner - $. 60 } Supper - $.60 . or e 
total of $1,65 per day. A 30-day month would therefore cell for an 
expenditure of $49*50 p or individual for meals. Billeting charges are 
composed of a $15. 00 per month per individual BOQ service charge, and a 
$5*00 per month per individual Officers Club charge. The Officers Club 
la located in the BOQ which our personnel will occupy and 


there is no local provision far screening out personnel who do not 
belong to the Officers Club once they are inside the BOQ. This would 
seemingly Indicate that all personnel billeted in the BOQ would have 
the facilities of the Officers Club available to them and the $5.00 
per individual Officers Club fee might almost be considered a part 
of the BOQ charge. The $49.50 for meals, plus the $20.00 BOQ and 
Officers Club fee, thus totals $69*50 per month per individual. 


3* It is proposed that the Finance Officer of the First WRS (Prow) 
be instructed to reimburse each contractor employee assigned PCS to the 
Squadron for the $20.00 BOQ and Officers Club charge each month. It ia 
also suggested that the Finance Officer be instructed to reimburse each 
individual for $49*50 (30-day month) of massing fcas par individual per 
month. The latter reimbursement would be made with the understanding 
that this is the total cost which would be entailed if all meals wars 
eaten in the “open* mess: If the individual chooses to aat meals elsewhere ,
